enemies, that without his will and permission, they 
cannot hurtus. And therefore we reject that damna- 
ble error of the Epicurians, who say that God re- 
gards nothing, but leaves all things to chance, 


| XIV. Of the creation and fall of man, and his incu 
pacity to perform what is truly zood 
We believe that Gop created man out of the dust 
of the earth, and made and formed him after his own 
image and likeness, good, righteous, and holy, capa« 
ble in all things to will, agreeable to the will of God. 
But being in honour, he understood it not, neither. 
_ knew his excellency, but wilfully subjected himself 
to sin, and consequently to death, and the curse, ~ 
giving ear to the wordsof the devil. For the com- 
mandment of life which he had received, he trans 
gressed; and by sin separated himself from God, 
who was his true life, having corrupted his whole 
natare ; whereby he made himself liable to corporal 
and spiritual death. And being thus become wicked, 
perverse and corrupt in all his ways, he hath lost all 
his excellent gifts, which he had received from God, 
and only retained afew remains thereof, which how- 
ever are sufficient to leave man without excuse ; for 
all the light which is in us is changed into darknese, 
as the scriptures teach us, saying: “ The light shin-’ 
eth in darkness, and the darkness comprehendeth it 
not :”” Where St. John calleth men darkness. There- 
fore we reject all what is taught repugnant to this, 
concerning the free will of man, since man is but a, 
slave tosin; and has nothing of himself, unless it is 
given him from heaven. ‘For who may presume to 
boast, that he of himself ean do any good, since 
rist saith, ‘no man can come to me, except the 
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Father which hath sent me, draw him!” Who will 
glory in his own will, who understands that “to be 
carnally minded is enmity against God!” Who can 
speak of his knowledge, since, “* the natural man 
receiveth.not the things of the spirit of God.” Jn 
short who dare suggest any thought, since he knows 
that we are not sufficient of ourselves to think any 
thing as of ourselves, but that our sufficiency is of 
God? And therefore what the apostle saith ought 
justly to be held sure and firm, “ that God worketh 
in us both to will and to do of his good pleasure.” 
For there is no will nor understanding, conforma- 
able to the divine will and understanding, hut what 
Christ hath wrought in man. Which he teaches us, 
when he saith, ‘* without tne ye can do nothing.”* 
XV. Of original sin. 

We believe that, through the disobedience of 
Adam, original sin is extended to all mankind ; which 
fs acorruption of the whole,nature, and an hereditary 
disease, wherewith infants themselves are infected 
even in their mother’s womb, and which produseth 
$n man all sorts of sin, being in him as a root thereof; 
and therefore is so vile and abominable in the sight 
of God, that itis sufficient to condemn all mankind. 
Nor is it by any means abolished or done away by: 
baptism; since sin always issues forth from this wo- 
ful source, as water from a fountain ; notwithstand- 
ing it is not imputed to the children of God unto 
condemnation, but by bis grace and mercy is fore 
given them. Not that they should rest securely in 
sin, but that a sense of this corruption should make 
believers often to sigh, desiring to be delivered from 
this body of death. Wherefore we reject the err 
of the Pelagians, who assert that sin proceeds 0 
from imitation. * 

XVI, OF cternal election. — ‘* 

We believe that all the posterity of Adam, be 

thus fallen into perdition and: ruin, by the sin of « 
. frst parents, that God then did manifest himself

We believe that our most gracious Gop in his ad- 
mirable wisdom and goodness, seeing that man had 
thus thrown himself into temporal and spiritual death, 
and made himself wholly miserable, was pleased to 
seek and comfort him when he trembling fled from his 
presence, promising him that he would give his Son, 
who should be made of a woman to bruise the head of 
the serpent, and make him happy. 


XVIII. Of the incarnation of Jesus Christ. 

We confess therefore, that God did fulfil the pro-_ 
mise which he made to the fathers, by the mouth of 
his holy prophets; when-he sent into the sorld, at 
the time appointed by him. his own, only begotten 
and eternal Son. “+ Who took upon him the form of 
aservant, and became like unto man, really assuming 
the true human nature, with all its infirmities, sin ex- 
cepted, being conceived in the womb of the blessed 
Virgin Mary, by the power of the Holy Ghost, with- 
out the means of man. And did not only assume 
human nature as to the body, but also a true human 
soul, that he might be areal man. For since the 
soul was lost as well as the body, it was neccessary 
tHat he should take both upon him to save both. 
Therefore we confess (in opposition to the heresy of 
the Anabaptists, who deny that Christ assumed hu- 
man flesh of his mother) that Christ has become a 
partaker of the flesh and blood of the children; that 
he is a fruit of the loins of David after the flesh; 
made o: the seed of David according to the flesh ; 
# fruit of the womb of the Virgin Mary ;'made of a 
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woman: a branch of David; a shoot of the rooteof 
Jesse ; sprung from ihe tribe of Judah: descended 
from ihe Jews according to the flesh: of the seed of 
‘Abraham, since he took upon hin’ the seed of Abra« 

_ ham, ‘*and became Tike unto his brethren iv ali 
things, sin excepted ;” so that in truth he fs our Ime 
- MANURL, that is to say, Gop with us. Va ae 
XIX. Of the union and distinction of the two natures 
ax isan © in the person of Christ, — a 
We believe that by this conception, the person of 

_ the Sonis inseparably united and connected with the 
_ buman nature. So that there are not two Sons of 
_ God, nor two persons, but two natures united-in one 
single person, yet each nature retains its own distinct 
properties. - As then the divine nature hath always 
remained uncreated, without beginning of days of 
end of life) filling heaven and earth: also hath the 
human nature not lost its properties, but remained a. 

__ -ereature, having beginning of days, being a finite na. 
_ ture, and retaining all the properties of a real body. 
_ And though he hath by bis resurrection given immer= 
_ tality to the same, nevertheless-he hath not changed 
the reality of his human, nature; for.as much as our 
salvation and resurrection also depend on the reality 
of his body. But these two natures are so closely 
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KX. That God hath manifested his justice and mercy 
in Christ. } 

We believe, that God who is perfectly merciful 
and just, sent his Son to assume that nature, in which 
the'disobedience was committed, to make satisfaction 
inthe same, and to bear the punishment of sin by 
his most bitter passion and death God therefore 
manifested his justice against his Son, when he iaid 
our iniquities upon him, and poured forth his mercy 
and goodness oa us, who were guilty. and worthy of 
damnation, out of mere and perfect love, givive his 
Son unto death for.us, and raising him for ouy, ju-tif- 
eation, that through him we might obtain immortality 


* and life eternal. 


XXII. OF the satisfaction of Christ, our only high 
priest, for us. : 

We believe that Jesus Christ'is ordained with an 
oath to be an everlasting high-priest, after the order 
of Metchisedeck. Who hath presented: himself in 
our behalf before his Pather, to appease bis wrath 
by his full satisfaction, offering himself.on the tree of 
the eross, and porring out his precious blood to purge 
away our sins; as the propliets. had foretold.- Forit 
is written, “ he was wounded for our transgressions, 
he was bruised for our iniquities; ‘The chastisement 
of our peace was upon him, and with his stripes we 
are healed; He was brought asa lamb to the slaugh- 
ter. and numbered with the transgressors :?”’and’ con- 


-demned hy Pontius lilate as a malefactor, though he 


had first declared him innocent.’ Therefore, he 
restored that which he took not away, and suffered, 
the just for the unjust,’ as well: in his body as-cout, 
feeling the terrible punishment whiclr our sins had 


- merited, insomuch “ that his sweat beeame like un- 


to drops of blood falling onthe ground” He called 


- out, “my Ged. my God: why hast thou forsaken me ft? 


And hath suffered all t-is for the remission of our 


sins. Wherefore we justly‘say with the apostle Paut, 
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“that we know nothing, but Jesus Christ, and him 
crucified; we count all things but loss and dung for 
the excellency of the knowledge of Christ Jesus our 
Lordy”? in whose wounds we find all manner of con- 
solation. Neither is-it necessary to seek or invent 
any other means of being reconciled to God, than 
this only sacrifice, once offered, by which believers 
hk are made perfect for ever. This is also the reason 
why he was called by the angel of God, Jasvs, that

XXL OF our justification throxgh fuith in 3 
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SEU That our justification consists in the forziveness 

of sin, and the imputation of Christ?s righteousness. 

We believe that our salvation. consists, iu the re- 
mission of our sins for Jesus Christ’s sake. and that 
therein our righteousness before God is inipied: Ag 
David and Paul teach us, declaring this to be the hap- 
piness of man, that God imputes righteousness to hita 
without works. And the same apostle saith dhué we 
are justified frecly, hy his grace throuzh the redemption 
which is in Jesus Christ... And therefore we always 
held fast this foundation, ascribing all the glory to 
God humbling ourselves before him, and ackuowl- 
edging ourselves to be such as we really are, with- 
out presuming to trust in any thing in ourselves 
or in any merit of ours, relying and resting upon the 
obedience of Christ crucified alone, which becomes 
ours, when we believe in him: this is suffiieut to 
eover all our iniquities, and to give us confidence, ia 
approaching to God; freeing the conscience of fear, _ 
terror and dread, without [ollowing the example of 
our first father. Adam, who trembling, attempted to 
cover himself with fiz leaves, And verily ifwe should 
appear hefore God, relying on ourselves or on any 
other creature, though never so little, we should, 
alas! be consumed. And therefore every one must 
pray with David; O Lord enter not into judzmint 
with thy servant: Hor in thy sight shall no man living 
be justified. 


XXIV. Of man’s sanctification and good works. 

We believe that this true ‘aith being wrought in 
nan by the hearing of the word of God, and the ope- 
ration of the Holy Ghost, doth regenerate and make 
lim anew man, causing him to live a new life, and 
freeing him from the bondage of sin. ‘Therefore it is 
so far from being true, that this justifying faith makes 
men remiss in a pious and holy life, that on the con-

We helieve and profess, one Catholick or universal 
church, which is an holy congregation, of true chris- 
tian believers, whoall expecting their salvation in 
Jesus Christ, being washed by his blood, sanctified 
and sealed by the Holy Ghost. This church hath 

been from.the beginning of the world, and will be to 
the end thereof; which is evident from this that 
Christ is an eternal king, which without subjects can- 
not be: And this holy church is preserved, or. sup- 
ported by God, against the rage of the whole world ; 
though she sometimes (for a while) appears very 
small, and in the eyes of men, to be reduced to noth- 
ing: as during the perilous reign of Achab, the Lora 
reserved unto him seven thousand men who had not bon- 
ed-their kneesto Baal. Furthermore this holy church 
is not'confined, bound or limited toa certain place, or 
to certain persons, but is spread and dispersed over 
the whole world, and yet is joined and united with 
heart and will, by the power of faith in one and the 
same spirit. 
XXVIII, That every one is bound to join himself to

We believe, sinee this holy congregation is an as- 
sembly of those who are saved, and that out of it 
there ia no salvation, that no person of whatsoever 
state or condition he may be, ought to withdraw him- 
self, to live in a separate state from it; but that all 
men are in duty bound to join and unite themselves 
with it, maintaining theunity of the church, submit- 
ting themselves to the doctrine and discipline thereof, 
bowing their necks under the yoke of Jesus Christ, 
and as mutual members of the same body, serving to 
the edification of the brethren according to the tal+ 
ents God has given them.

and persecutes those who live holily according to the 
vordof God, and rebuke’ her for her errors, covet- 
ousness and idolatry. These two churches are easie 
ly known and distinguished from each other, 


XE. Concerning the government of, and affices in 
; the church. 

We believe, that this true church must be governed 
hy that spiritual policy, which our Lord hath taught 
us in his word; namely, that there must be ministers 
or pastors to preach the word of God, and to admin- 
ister the sacraments, also elders and deacons, whe to- 
gether with the pastors, form the council of the 
churek: That by these means the true religion may 
be preserved, and the true doctrine every where pro- 
pagated, likewise transgressors punished and restrain 
ed by spiritual means: also that the poor and dis+ 
tressed may he relieved and comforted, aécording to 
their necessities, By these means every thing will 
be carried on in the church with good order and de- 


cency, when faithful men are chosen, sccording to the ° 


rule preseribed by St. Paul in his epistle to Timothy: 


XXXI. Of the minisiers, elders, and deacons. 
We believe, that the ministers of God’s word, and 


the elders and deacons, ought to be chosen to their.’ 


respective offices by a lawful election by the church, 
with calling upon the name of the Lord, and in that 
order whieli the word of God tedcheth. Theréfore 
very one must take heed, not to intrude himself hy 
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please God to call him; that he may have testimony 
| of his calling, and be certain and assured that it is of 
the Lord. As for the ministers of God's word, they 
have equally. the sam@power and authority whereso- 
ever they are, as they ave all ministers of Christ, the 
only universal Bishop, and the only head of the 
church. Moreover that this holy ordinance of God 
may not be violated or slighted, we say that every 
one ought to esteem the ministers of God’s word, and 
the elders of the church, very highly for their works? 
sake, and be at peace with them without murmuring 
strife or contention, as much as possible. 


XXXII. Of the order and discipline of the church. 
"\In the mean time we believe, though it is useful and 
Fy beneficial, that those who are rulers of the church in- 
_ stitute and establish certain ordinances among them- 
selves for maintaining the body of the church: yet 
they ought studiously to take care, that they do not 
depart from those things, which Christ, our only mas. 
_ ter, hath instituted” And therefore we reject all hu- 
man inventions. and all laws, which man would intta 
duce in the worship ofGod, thereby to bind and com: 
pel the conscience, inany manner whatever. ‘Phere . 
fore we admit only of that, which tends to nourish 
and preserve concord, and unity, and.to keepall met 
in ohedience to God. For this purpose, excommuni 
ation or church discipline is requisite, with the

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“XERV. Of the holy sumper-of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
We believe and confess that our Saviour Jesus 
Christ did ordain and institute the sacrament of the 
holy supper, to nourish and support those whom he 
hath already regenerated and incorporated into his 
family, which is bis church, Now those who are re- 
generated, have in them a two-fold life, the one cor-

“though the sacraments are connected with ihe thin; 

_ signified, nevertheless both are not received hy al 
men: the ungodly indeed receives the sacrament t« 
- his condemnation, but he doth not.receive the truth 
of the sacrament: As Judas and Simon the sorcer 
both indeed received the sacrament, but not Chri 

_ who was signified by it, of whom believers only a 
“made partakers, Lastly, we receive this holy sacra 
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fied with the ordinance which Christ and his apostles 
have taught us, and that we must speak of them in the 
same manner as they have spoke. 


XXXVI. Of Magistrates. 

We believe that our gracious God, because of the 
depravity of mankind, hath appointed kings, princes 
and magistrates, willing that the world should be 
governed by certain laws and policies; to the end 
that the dissoluteness of men might be restrained, 
and all things carried on among men with good order 
and decency. Yor this purpose he hath. invested the 
inagistracy with the sword for the punishment of evil 
doers, and for the protection of them that do nell. 
And their office is, not only to bave regard unto, 
and watch for the welfare. of the civil state; but al- 
so that they pretect the sacred ministry ; and thus 
inay remove and prevent all idolatry and false wor- 
ship; that the kingdom of antichrist may be thus 
destroyed, and the kingdom of Christ be thus pro- 
moted. They must therefore countenance the 
preaching of the word of the gospel every where, 
that God may be honoured and worshipped. by every 
ene, as he commands in his word. Moreover it is 
the bounden duty of every one, of what state, quali- 
ty or condition soever he may be, to subject himself 
to the magistrates, to pay tribute, to shew due hon- 
our and respect to them, and 10 obey them in all 
things which, are not repugnant to the word of God; 
to supplicate for them in their prayers, that God may 
rule and guide them’ in all their ways, and that we 
may lead a quiet and peaceable life in all godliness 
and honesty. Wherefore we detest ibe anabaptists 
and other seditious people, and in general all those, 
who: reject the higher powers and magistrates, and 

would subvert justice, introduce a community of 
goods, and confound that decency and good order 
which God hath established among men. 
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AXAVIIL. Of the last judgment. 

Finally we believe, according to the word of God, 
when the tine appointed by the Lord (which is un- 
known to all creatures) is come, and the number of 
the elect complete, that our Lord Jesus Christ will 
come from Heaven, corporally and visibly, as he as- 
cended, with great glory and majesty to declare 
himself judge of the quick and the dead ; burning 
this old’ world with fire and flame to cleanse it. And 
then all men will personally appear before this great 
judge, both imen and women and childven, that have 
been from the beginning of the world to the end there- 
of, being suminoned by the voica of the archangel, 
and by the sound of the trumpet of God. For all 
the dead shall be raised out of the earth, and their 
souls joined and united with their proper bodies, in 
which they formerly lived. As for those who shall 
then be living, they shall not die as the others, but 
be changed in the twinkling of an eye, and from cor« 
Tuptible, become incorruptible. Then the books: 
(that is to say the consciences) shall be opened, and 
the dead judged according to what they shall have 
done in this world, whether it be good or evil, 
Nay all men shall give an account of every idle word 
they have spoken, which the world only counts 
amusement and jest: And then the secrets and hy- 
yocrisy of men shal) be disclosed and laid open be- 
fore all, And therefore the consideration of this 
judgment is justly terrible and dreadful to the wick- 
ed and ungodly, but most desirable and comfortable 
to the righteous and the elect: because then their 
full deliverance shall be perfected, and there they — 
shall receive the fruits of their labour and trouble 
which they have borne. Their innocence shall he, 
known to all, and they shall see the terrible ven- 
geance which God shall execute on the wicked, who 
most cruelly persecuted, oppressed and tormented. 
them in this world; and who shall be convicted by 
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the testimony offtheir own consciences, and being 
inimortal, shall be tormented in that everlasticg fire, 
whieh is prepared for the devil and his ang But 
on the contrary the faithful and elect shall be crown 
ed with glory and honour; and the Son of God will 
confess their names before God his Father, and his 
elect angels; all tears shall be wiped from their eyes, 
and tlieir cause, which is now condemned by many 
judges and’ magistrates, as heretical and impious, 
will then be known fo be the cause of the Son of 
God. And for a gracious reward the Lord will cause 
them to possess such a glory, as never entered into 
the heart of man to conceive. Therefore we expect 
that great day witha’most ardent desire, to the end 
that we may fully enjoy the promises of fod in 
Christ Jesus our Lord. Amen fEvenso come Lord

| ‘ BELIEVERS. 


THEE principal parts of the doctrine of holy bap- 
tism are these three: First, That we with our chil- 
dren are conceived and born in sin, and therefore ate 
children of wrath, in so much that we cannot enter 
into the kingdom -of God, except we are born again. 
This the dipping in or sprinkling with water teaches 
us. whereby the impurity of our souls is signified. and 
we admouished to loathe, and humble ourselves be- 
fore God, and seek for our purideation and salvation 
Without ourselves) «8000 ' 

Sccondly. Holy baptism witnesseth and sealeth 
unto us the washing away of sins *hrough Jesus Christ. 
Therefore we are bactized in the name of the lather, 
and of the Son, ant of the Holy Ghost For «hen ve — 
are baptized in the mame of the Father, God t 
father witnesseth and sealeth unto us, that he do 
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make an eternal covenant of grace with us, and 


adopts us for his children and heirs, and therefore 
will provide us with every good thing, and avert all 
evil, or tarn it to our profit. And when we are bap- 
tized in the name of the Son, the Son sealeth unto us, 
that he doth wash us in his blood of all our sius, in- 
corporating us into the fellowship of his death and 
resurrection, so that we are freed from all our sins, 
and accounted righteous before God. In like min- 
ner, when we are baptized in the name of the Holy 
Uhost, the Holy Ghost assures us, by this holy ga- 
crament, that he will dwell in us, and sanctify us, 
to be members of Christ, applying unto us, that 


which we have in Christ, namely, the washings 


away of our sins, and the daily renewing of our lives, 
till we shall finally be presented without spot or 
ee among the assembly of the elect in life cter- 
nal. 4 

Thirdly, Whereas in all covenants, there are 
contained two parts: therefore we are by God through 
baptism, admonished of, and obliged unto new obe- 
dience, namely, that we cleave to this one God, Fa- 
ther, Son, and Holy Ghost; that we trust in him, 
and love him with all our hearts, with all our souls, 
with all our mind, and with all our strength ; that 


we forsake the world, crucify our'old nature, and. 


walk in a new and holy life. 

And if we sometimes through weakness fall into 
sin, we must not therefore despair of God’s mercy, 
nor continue in sin, since baptism is a seal and un. 
doub‘ed testimony, that we haye an eternal cove- 
nant of grace with God oy , 

And although our young children do not understand 
these things, we may not therefore exclude then 


from haptism, for as they are without their know- 


ledge, partakers of the condemnation in Adam, so 
are they again received unto grace in Christ; ag 
God speaketh unto Abraham the father of all the 
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faithful, and=therefore unto us and our children, 
Gen. 17. 7, saying, “bk will establish my covenant 
between me and thee, and thy seed after thee, in 
their generations, for an everlasting covenant ; to be 
a God unto thee, and to thy seed after thee.” ‘Thjg 
also the Apostle Peter testifieth, with these words, 
Acts 2. 39, “For the promise is unto you, and to 
your children, and to all that are afar off, even as 
Many as the Lord our God shall call.” Therefore 
God formerly commanded them to be. circumcised 
which was a seal of the covenant, and the righteous- 
ness of faith: and therefore Christ also embraced 
them, laid his hands upon them and blessed them ; 
Mark chap. 10. 

Since then baptism is come in the place of cireum- 
cision, therefore infants are to be baptized as heirs of 
the kingdom of God, and his covenant. And parents 
are in duty bound, further to instruct their children 
herein, wheu they shall arrive to years of discretion. 
That therefore this holy ordinance of God, may be 
administered to his glory, to our comfort, and to the 
edification of his church, let us call upon his holy 
hame. 

O ALMIGHTY and eternal God, we beseech thee, 
that thou wilt be pleased of thine ingnite mercy, gra- 
ciously to look upon these children, and- incorporate 
them by thy holy spirit into thy Son Jesus Christ, 
that they may he buried with hint iato his death, and 
be raised with him in newness of life: that they may 
daily follow him, joyfully bearing their cross, and 
cleave unto him in true faith, firm hope, and ardent 
Jove: that they may with a comfortable sense of thy 
favour, leave this life which is nothing but a continue 
al death, and at the last day, may appear without 
terror before the judcment seat of Christ thy Son, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord, who with thee and 
the Holy Ghost, one only God, lives and reigns fors 
ever, Amen,

ADULT PERSONS. 

HOWEVER. children of christian parents (al- 
though they understand not this mystery) must be 
baptized by virtue of the covenant ; yet it isnot law- 
fal to baptize those yrho are come to years of discre- 
tion, except they first be sensible of their sins, and 
make confession both of their repentance and faith 
in Christ ; for this cause hath not only John.the Bap- 
tist_ preached (accordigg to the comimand. of God) 
the baptism of ‘repentance, and baptized. for the re- 
mission of sins, those wlio confess their sins, Mark 1, 
and Luke 3.. But our Lord Jesus Christ hath also 
commanded his disciples to teach all nations, and 
then to baptize them, in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost, Mat. 28 Mark 
16. Adding this promise: He that believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved According to which rule, 
the Apostles, as appeareth out of Acts 2. 10, and 16. 
have baptized none who were of years of discretion, 
but such who made confession of their faith and ree 
pentance ; therefore it is not lawful now a days, to 
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baptize any other adult persons, than such as have’ 
been taught the mysteries of holy baptism, by the- 
preaching of the: gospel, and are able ‘to giye an ac- 
count of their faith by The confession of the mouth. 
Since therefore you N. are also desirous of holy bap- 
tism, to the end, it may be to you a seal of your in- 
grafting into the church of God, that it may appear i 
that you do not only receive the christian religion, in 
which you have been privately instructed by us, and of 
which also you made confession before us; but that 
you (thvough the grace ef God) intend and purpose 
to lead a life according to the same}; you are sin- 
cerely to give auswer before God and his church; 
First. Dost thou believe in the only true God, dis- 
tinct in three persons, Father, Sen, and Holy Ghost, 
who hath made heaven and earth, and all that in 
them is, of nothing, and stiJ] maintains and governs 
thei, insomuch that nothing comes to pass, either in 
heaven or on earth, without bis divine will !—An- 
swer, Yes. } 

Secondly. Dost thou believe that thou art con- 
ecived and born in sin, and therefore art a child of 
wrath by nature, wholly incapable ef doing any good, 
and prone to all evil; and that thou hast frequently 
both in thought, word and deed, transgres:ed the 
commandments of the Lord: and whether thou art 
heartily sorry for these sins?—Answer. Yes 

Thirdly. Dost thou believe that Christ, who is 
the true and eternal God, and very man, who took 
hi human nature. on him out of the flesh and blood — 
of the Virgin Mary, is given thee of God, to be thy 
Saviour, and that thou dost receive by this faith, re- 
mission of sins in his blood. and that thou art made — 
by the power of the Holy Ghost, a member of Jesus 
Christ, and his church 9— Answer. Yes, ‘* 

Fourthly. Dost thou assent to all the articles o 
the christian religion, as they are taught here, in th 
ehristian church, according to the word of God, and 
purpose stedfastly to continue in the same doctri 
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fo the end of thy life; and also dost thou reject all 
heresies and schisms, repugnant to this doctrine, and 
promise to persevere in the communion of our chris- 
tian church, not only in the hearing of the word, hut 
also in the use of the Lord’s supper ?—Answer, Yes. 

Hifthly, Hast thou taken a frm resolution always 
to lead a christian life, to forsake the world and its 
evil lusts, as is hecoming the members of Christ and 
his chureh, and to. submit yourself to all christian 
admonitions?—Answer Yes, 

The good and great God mercifully grant his grace 
and blessing te this your purpose, through Jesus 
Christ. Amen.

FOR THE ADMINISTRATION OF THR LoRD’s suPPRR. 

BELOVED in the Lord Jesus Christ, attend to 
the words of the institution of the holy supper of our. 
Lord Jestis Christ, as they are delivered by the holy 
Apostle Paul, 1 Cor. 11, 23—306 

‘‘ For | have received of the Lord, that which ak 
so I delivered unto you, that the Lord Jesus the 
same night in which he was betrayed, took bread; 
and when he had given thanks, he brake it, and 
said, take eat, this my body, which is broken for yon, 
this do in remembrance of me. . And after the same 
manner also, he took the cup, when he had supped, 
saying, this cup is the new testament in my blood, 
this do ye, as oft as ye.drink it in remembrance of 
me, for as oft as ye eat this bread, and drink this 
cup, ye do shew the Lord’s death till he come. where- 
fore, whomsoever shall eat this bread, and drink this 
cup. of the Lord unworthily, shall be guilty of the 
body and blood of the Lord. But Jet.a man exa- 
mine himself, and so let him eat of that bread, and. 
drink of that cup; for he that eateth and drinketh 
unworthily eateth and drinketh* damnation to him- 


® Judgment, 
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self, not discerning the Lord’s body.”—That we may) 
now celebrate the supper of the Lord to our comfort, — 
it is above alljthings necessary. 

First, Rightly to examine ourselves. 

Seconpry. To direct it to that end, for which 
Christ hath ordained and instituted the same, name- 
ly, to his remembrance ‘The true examination of 
ourselves, consists of these three parts. 

First. That every one consider by himself, his 
sins and the eurses due to him for them, to the end 
that he may abhor and humble himself before God: 
considering that the wrath of God against sin is so 
great, that (rather than it should go unpunished) he 
bath punished’ the same in his beloved Son Jesus 
Christ, with the bitter and. shameful death of the 
cross. 

Secondly. That every one examine his own heart, 
whether he doth believe this faithful promise of God,, 
that all his sins are forgiven him, only for the sake 
of the passion and death of Jésus Christ, and that 
the perfect righteousness of Christ is imputed and 
freely given him as his own, yea, so perfectly as if 
he had satisfied in his own person for-all his sins, and’ 
fulfilled all righteousness 

Thirdly; That every one examine his own con- 
science, whether he purposeth henceforth to shew’ 
trne thankfulness to God in his whole life, and to’ 
walk uprightly before him: as-also, whether he hath 

- laid aside unfeignedly all enmity, hatred, and envy, 
and doth firmly resolve henceforward to walk in true 
love and peace with his neighbour 

All those then who are thus disposed, God will 
certainly receive in mercy, and count them worthy — 
partakers of the table of his Son Jesus Christ. On 
the contrary, those who donot feel this testimony in 
their hearts, eat and drink judgment to themselves. 

Therefore, we also, according to the command of 
Christ and the apostle Paul, admonish all those whi 
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are defiled with the following sins, to keep thems 
selves from the table of the Lord, and declare to 
them that they have no part of the kingdom of 
Christ; such as ali idolators, all those who invoke 
deceased saints, angels, or other creatures: all those 
who worship images ; all enchanters, diviners, charm- 
ers, and those who confide in such enchantments: all 
despisers of God and his word, and of the holy saera- 
ments; all blasphemers; all those who are given to 
raise discord, sects and muiiny in chureh or state ; 
all perjured persons; all those who are disohedient 
to their parents and superiors: all murderers, con- 
tentions persons, and those who live in hatred and 
envy against their neighbours; all adulterers, whore- 
mongers, drunkards, thieves, usarers, robhers, game- 
slers, eovetons, and all-who lead offensive lives 
Alkthese while they continue in such sins, shall 
abstain from this meat (which Christ hath ordained 
only forthe faithful) lest. their judgment and con- 
demnation be made the heavier But this is not de- 
signed (dearly heloved brethren and sisters iv the 
Lord)'to deject the contrite hearts of the faithifal, as 
if none might come to the supper of the Lord. hut 
those who are without sin ; fer we do not come.to thig 
supper, to testify thereby that we are perfect and 
righteous in ourselves ; .but-on the contrary consider: 
ing that we seek our life out of onrselves in Jesus 
Christ, we acknowledge that we lie ti the midst of 
death: therefore, notwithstanding we feel many in- 
firmities and miseries in ourselves, as namely. that 


we have not perfect faith, and that we do not give - 
ourselves to serve Gad with that zeal as we are honnd, | 


ut have daily to strive with the weakness of our 
aith, and the evil lusts of our flesh ; yet since we 
we (by the grace of the Holy Ghost) sorry’ for these 
veaknesses and earnesily: desirous to feht against 
mr thhelief, and to live according to all the cont=’ 
uandments of God; therefore we rest assured that 
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no sin or infirmity, which still remaineth against our 
will, in us, can hinder us from being received of God 
in mercy, and from being made worthy partakers of. 
this heavenly meat and.drink. 

_ Let us now also consider,.to what end the Lord 
hath instituted his supper, namely, that we do it in: 
remembrance of him: Now after this manner are we 
to remember him by. it. 

First. That we are eonfdently persuaded in: our) 
hearts, that our Lord Jesus Christ (according to the 
promises made to our forefathers in the old: testa- 
inent,) was sent of the Father into the world: that! 
he assumed our flesh and blood; that he bore for us 
the wrath of God (under which we should have 
perished everlastingly) from the heginning of his in-- 
carnation, to the end of his life upon earth, and that 
he hath fulfilled for us, all obedience to the divine 
law, and righteousness: especially, when the weight) 
of our sins and the wrath of God pressed out of hint 
the bloody sweat in the garden, where he was hound 
that we might be freed from our sins: that he afters 
wards suffered inuumerable reproaches, that we 
might never be confounded. That he was innocent- 
ly condemned to death, that we might be acquitted 
at the judgment-seat of God: yea, that he sutfered 
his blessed body to be nailed on the cross—that he 
might 6x thereon the hand-writing of our sins; and 
hath also taken upon himself the curse due tous, that 
he might fill us with his blessings ;and hath humbled, 
himself unto the deepest reproach and pains of heli, 
both in body and soul, on the tree of the cross, when 
he cried out with a loud voice, my God, my God} 
mhy hast thou forsaken me? That we might be ac- 
cepted of God, and never he forsaken of him. And 
finally confirmed with his death and shedding of his 
blood, the new and eternal testament, that covenant 
of grace and reconciliation, when he said it is finished. 

And, that we might Grnily believe that we belong 
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to this covenant of grace, the Lord Jesus Christ, in 
his last. supper, tookbread, and when he had given 
thanks, he brake it, and gave it to his disciples and 
said, Take eat, this is my body which is broken for 
you, this do in remembrance of me; in like manner 
also alter supper he took the cup, gave thanks and 
said, Drink ye all of it; this cup is the new cesta- 
ment in my blood, which is shed for you and for ma- 
ny, for the remission of sins; this do ye as often ag 
ye dvink it in remembrance of me= that is as offen 
as ye eat of this bread and drink of this cup, vou 
shall thereby as by a sure remembrance and pledge, 


be admonished and assured ef this my hearty love. 


and faithfulness towards you; thet whereas you 
should otherwise have suffered eternal death, I have 
given my body to the death of the cross, and shed 
tny blood for you; and as certainly feed and nourish 
yeur hungry and thirsty soul with my crucified body, 
and shed blood. to everlasting life, as this bread is 
broken before your eyes, and this cup is given to you, 
and you eat and diink the same with your mouth, in 
remeinhrance of me. 

From this institution of the holy supper of onr

with him, and be made partakers of all his blessings, 
of life eternal, righteousness and glory.
